A THESIS STATEMENT AT THE END OF THE INTRODUCTION: (4 pts.) 


Asentence to introduce your character at the end of the introductory paragraph. 


TWO BODY PARAGRAPHS: (4 pts.) 


With details about your character's childhood, family, education, interests, 
achievements...following a logical order; and 

With a TOPIC SENTENCE at the beginning of each paragraph to tell the reader 
what the paragraph is going to be about. 


A MEMORABLE CONCLUSION: (4 pts.) 


With a meaningful “quote” from the character that summarizes or shows her 
thoughts or reflections about her work. 


LINKING WORDS, GRAMMAR STRUCTURES AND VOCABULARY: (4 pts.) 


With connectors of cause and effect, of addition, of sequence to connect your 
ideas and make your piece cohesive and coherent. 
With all grammar structures used correctly and varied vocabulary. 
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
